As developed by the discussion at the board of trade meeting 
last night, the very evident fear of the members of the board is that 
if the public is given an opportunity to elect the men who shall act 
as commissioners they will pick on incompetents who are good vote 
getters but who are poor administrators.

And in so doing he 
came into conflict with the better trained specialists who weer sup- 
erintendents of the various departments. Who, for instance, could 
know all there is to be known about police, power plants, fire depart-| 
ment and street railway And yet Mr. Bouillon’s ten-thousand-| 
dollar presumption cost the city the heads of all these departments 
and lost the city the esperit de corps of the whole municipal service.

Strathcona, Nov, 17.—The south | 
end of the high level bridge was the} 
scene of a bad smash-up on the G.P.R. 
yesterday morning when three heavily 
loaded flat cars got beyond control 
ofsthe big steam crane and dashed 
with terrific force over the sleep em- 
bankment at the end of the new, 
tracks, iurting great beams of timber 
into the new concrete relainng wall 
with frightful momentum, The pro- 
perty damage resulling@ was consider 
able but there can be nothing but 
thankfulness for (he fact that a mur- 
aele saved the accident from taking 
a termble toil of buiman life. Sever- 
al men were at work.on the face of 
the huge conerete wall giving it a 
coat of tar and. the ponderous timbers 
crashed down upon them without & 
moment's. warhing. Fortunately the 
beams took no human form as a target 
but some of the workinen had eseapes 
so narrow that the thrill is likely to 
remain for many a day. 

Within the past few days the spur 
tracks have been projected to the ex= 
treme edge of the immense earth fll 
Which is later to conneet with the new 
eonerte retaining wall, ‘The brow of 
this embankment is on & level with 
the big pier and the gap intervening 
equals in depth the height of the wall, 
the pank over which the cars plunged 
rises at an angle of about six degrees. 
During “(he forenoon three, fat ears 
loaded high with forty 100t timbers 
ranging from eighteen inches to two 
feet in diameter were being taken by 
tne steam crane down the new tracks 
when the cars got beyond control on 
the steep’ gradient and in spile of rap- 
idly set brakes carried themselves 
over the embankment, The liinbers 
siot with fearful force against the 
thin cement wall and the fact that no 
damage resulted to the pier shows 
that it has been constravted with the 
care that should he exeresed in struc- 
tures of such importance, One, car 
was splintered against the wall and 
a second was badly smashed, . The ab- 
sence of a proper end block on (he 
track was respons.ble for the accident.
